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GOVERNMENT WAREHOUSING POPULAR 


D a t a C o m p iled and issued by the Departm ent o f Agriculture 
shows th a t federal warehousing1 for farm products is proving very 
popular. 
Since the federal warehouse act was put on the hooks 
the departm ent has licensed 277 cotton warehouses, with a capa­ 
city of 1,200,000 bales; 270 grain warehouses, with a capacity of 
14,000,000 bushels; 18 wool warehouses, with a capacity of one- 
seventh of the total annual wool clip of the United States; and 
five tobacco warehouses. 
The absence of any law establishing a federal grading sys­ 
tem for tobacco is responsible for the small number of tobacco 
warehouses. The warehousing of agricultural products in federal 
bonded warehouses, against which receipts are issued upon which 
money can be borrowed for a very liberal per centage of the face 
value of the receipt, is increasing in popularity because it enables 
the farm er and planter to obtain ready money f o r 'his crops w ith­ 
out having to throw them on the m arket a t a loss or at a forced 
sale. 
There are limitless possibilities in warehousing in connection 
with cooperative marketing, and it is believed by many students 
of economics to be the solution of financial problems which have 
long concerned the agricultural sections of the country.

“Tak­ 
ing into account the changes in the cost of living,” says the state­ 
ment, “the real hourly earnings of railroad workers in July, 1921, 
had increased 42 per cent over 1914, as contrasted with a gain of 
“ 2 per cent in the m anufacturing field. 
Weekly earings for rail­ 
way men showed a gain of 20 per cent, against 13 per cent for 
m anufacturing workers in the same period.”
